I well says thflit many of the State offl-

Inspector Sewell calls apecifle at- 
tention to the foUowins elaases of 
expense Items that continue to. ap- 
pear In claims presented by State of- 
Selala and employes anil approved by 
haada of departmetus or heads of in- 
Rtltutlonit: I'lillman or diair car 
eharKis other than sleeper; exci-ssivo 
telephone and poatage cbargea; high- 
er hotel rates than are necessary tor 
reasonable comfort and eonvanlanee; 
Ineludins In hotel bllla expensea oth- 
er tfean lodging and meals; unneces- 
sary iravelinK from amall towns in 
order to .spend the tiiyht in a city; 
personal or incidi ntal expenses not 
iiowssary in the performance of offl- 
cial duties and padded expense ac- 
counts. 

Certain azpensa accounta axamtn- 
«d, Inspector Bawell saya, show dally 
charges for poatage and telephone 
rails which he aaya la entirely incon- 
sistent with the reijuirements of of- 
ficial dutioM in which the officer or 
employe is enRaRed. H« recommends 
that all such aharges be trimmed. 

In tha report Inspector Bewell calls 
attention to the axpanaa aeeonnt of a 
eartain oflldal for tha moatb of May 
wblcb amounted to $107.40, or an 
average coat of |!t.84 per day. The 
expense account shows that this par- 
ly spent twenty iiiKhts ilurinf; the 
month in I.ouisTille. .\o receii)t.s for 
any of the expenses wvre filed with 
the account. Inspector Sewell docs 
not name tha man tn the report, but 
rafara to him aa Mr. X. Tbia ac- 
count, ba saya, la a fair aampla of 
the ones that have been presented 
durine the jnist year and a half. He 
recommends that proper steps be takr 

i II to put a stop to aapaadBaraa of 

this cliantoler.
